In today’ hand = muny of you 
would open the bidding with one 
diamond, and I do not say that 
is not the correct bld, Neverthe- 
lesa, when, the hand’ was played, 
South did open the bidding with 
one heart. 

Now what should North do? 
He has a pretty strong hand and 
some players would bid three 
hearts, but those who insist 
upon having control of two 
suits for the Jump from one 
three would jump’ to four 
hearts with North's hand. Sf 
South bids five diamonds, a3 he 
should, North should not bid five 
hearts, 

Remember that when partner 
opened the bidding with a heart, 
North was undecided whether to 
bid three or four hearts, Having 
chosen the weaker ‘bid of four 
hearts, when his partner shows 
a desire to try for a slam, North 
must take the strain off the 
hand by going to six ‘hearts. 

If North held six clubs to the 
quecn-fen and five clubs to the 
Aine-spot, his correct bid .over 
one heart would be four hearts.

The figures covered Europe, 
except Russia. In Russia, the 
ECE report snid, industrial pror 
duction increased by 27 per- 
cent and the grain harvest 
reached its pre-war level, 


The ECE noted that tho pro- * 
ductivity In European industry 
appeared to have risen by about 
nine percent, and that the Jn- 
erease In both industriolt produc. - 
tlon. and fn. productivity of ° 
labour was greater than in 1047, ° 


The report sald the volume of 
oversens exports from . Europe . 
increased by 30. percent and 
imports from overseas reduced 
by seven percent “as abnormal 
requircments, mainly from the 
wasters hemisphere, diminish- 
ed. : 


It sald: “With tho exception 
of a few countries, notably Italy,:
